THE EXTENSION OF THE FRAN- 
CHISE. 

Our contemporary, in nu article yesterday 
morning, on the recent attempt in England to 
extend the Franchise lias, we think, indulged 
in 80 many fallacies that rvo feel called upon 
to recur to the subject. In the first place, he 
bee falleD into an error in stating, or leaving 
it to be inferred, that Mr. Gladstoue has 
qualified in hia recent letter, the principles 
ho enunciated in tho House. Our Loodon 
correspondent, as our readers must have per- 
coifed, tnado a somewhat similar mistake. 
We give, in another column, this production 
of the Chancjllor of the Exchequer. It will 
be seen that it contains nothing that can 
bear the interpretation of retraction. Some 
of his lormer remarks are explained more 
fully ; but there is uothing to show that he 
thinks any diflferoutly about the great princi- 
ple of representation than he did in his 
recent speech. Mr. Gladstone's political 
axiom was that " overy man who is not 
preiumably incapacitated by Bomo con- 
sideration of personal unfitness or political 
danger is morully entitled to come within 
the pale of the Constitution." It was for 
the enunciation ^of this theory that he has 
received such virulent, and we think sense* 
loss, abuso from his opponents. The Chan- 
cellor of tho Exchequer, they Bay, aims at 
universal suffrage— at making everything 
subordinate to numbers — sacrificing the 
higher tmd tho middle to the lower classes. 
This is the burden of their song. With a 
kind of extraordinary fatuily not one ol 
them seems to have made himself acquainted 
with the subject of his criticism. Tho 
Chancellor of the Exchequer never said, nor 
did he leave it for inferonce, that numbers 
alone should rule, or that, universal suffrage 
was desirable in England. On the contrary, 
his stipulation while extending tho franchise, 
was that it should cease to be extended when 
it was thought to entail " political danger." 
Now the greatest Tory does not ask a stronger 
conserver than this— tho most bitter oppon- 
ent of the extension of the franchise will only 
ground his argument on the probability or 
certainty of " political danger." Hence this 
stipulation of Mr. Gladstone abundantly pro- 
Tided for every reasonable or unreasonable 
objection. In the face uf this expression, 
however, wo havo a portion of the pres3 in 
England charging him wilh something short 
of revolutionary tendencies, and our ' liberal'' 
contemporary characterising tho eloquent and 
temperate address delivered in the House of 
Commons as " unwiso and possibly ill-con- 
iidered." What would these worthies have ? 
On what grounds, wo would like to klow, ii 
a man entitled to the franchise, leaving out 
the moral part of the question, if not on pre- 
eumable capacity, personal fitness, and tho 
non-liability of causing political danger! 
The most sensitive follower of Lord Derby 
could not prescribe a formula lesj dangerous 
to the constitution, nor one that would ex- 
press the philosophy of representation more 
clearly. The only objection we have to the 
celebrated senlonce of Mr. Gladstone, which 
we have quoted above, is the inconsistency 
of the latter clauso wilh the preceding. How 
a moral right should be in any degree cur- 
tailed by the possibility of political danger 
is something boyond our comprehension. If 
any political contingency could affect a ri^ht, 
that right must necessarily he only one of ex- 
pediency, not of abstract morality. 

But, to return to our contemporary. "Tho 
English constitution," ho says, "has ever held 
out to the unenfranchised portion of the po- 
pulation tho electoral privilege, as something 
to be sought — 10 be wotked for — xad to be 
won by industry, talent, and prudence." — 
Now, we scarcely think the writer of this 
sentenco could point to any such principle in 
that much-hackneyed, but little understood 
inititutionv-the British constitution. He 
must know that tho three estates of the 
realm could frrant universal suffrage to-mor- 
row if they liked. This bringing in the 
British Constitution on every occasion, as 
some subftantial and material element, is 
something bordering on either the supersti- 
tious or the ludicrous. Wo cannot have a 
candidate running for a municipal council, 
baths tells the voters thai he is going to 
support the British Constitution— we cannot 
have an aspirant for legislative honors, but he 
seems bursting to go into the H luse to defend 
the British Constitution— and we fir.-uly be- 
lieve, so much is the absurdity interwoven in 
Englishmen's thoughts, thai, bad we an 
elccliou for town ctier tomorrow, the prin- 
cipal element in the contest would be this 
unfortunate British Constitution. Neither 
the British Constitution, nor the Lords, the 
Commons, mid tho Crown, hold out any such 
induccmont as our contemporary slates — any 
"something that is to ho won by industry, ta- 
lent, and prudence. " The history of England 
shows its laws to be simply those of expedi- 
ency. If a dangerous agitation arises, some- 
thing will bo thrown to the agitators-- :iot 
because they are, in the feudal opinion of 
many of the legislators entitled lo it; but 
because it is sometimes considered the choice 
of two evils. In all the great reforms that 
have taken place within the present century, 
from the Emancipation Act down wards, wo 
shall End this principle acted upon. There 
are, of course, in tho Ilou-e of Commons, 
high-minded men, whose political doctrines 
aud lines of conduct are based on iminulablu 
principles ; but they are, as in other coun- 
tries, the minority. It would mailer little to 
tbem whether the privilege asked by tho pop 
ulace was sought quietly or obstreperously . 
—what they thought right they would grant 
—what they thought wrong they would re- 
fuse. The whole history, however, of Eng- 
lish liberty has been one of concession at the 
sign of danger and trouble, Irorn King John 
and the Magna Charta down lo the present 
day. There in no patriarchal encouragement 
•bout it. Political privileges are not hung; 
on the branches of tho British Constitution 
like apples on a treo for "John il ho is n 
good bof ;"— but they sre pieces or the feudal 
monopoly relinquished bit by bit, through loud 
and sometimes turbulent agitation. The 
statesmanship of the times is in knowing 
when to relinquish them— what amount of 
political preasuro the British boiler will 
bear. 



We have noither titno nor space to go into 
all the fallacies which our contemporary has 
put forwurd, but we wish briefly to show the 
advantages as well ns justice of an extended 
franchise. " Among tho foremost benefits of 
tree government," says John Stuart Mill, " is 
that education of the in'clligouce and of the 
sentiments which is carried down to tho 
very lowest ranks of the people when they 
are called to-tuke part in acts which directly 
ulTect the great interests of their country. It 
is by political discussion ttint the manual 
laborer, whose employment is a routine, and 
whose way of life brings him in contact with 
no variety ol impressions, circumstances, or 
ideas, is taught that remote causes and events 
which lako pl&co far off, havo a most sensible 
effect on even h ; 8 personal interests ; and it 
is from political discussion and collective po- 
litical action that oiio whoso daily occupa- 
tion concentrates his interests in a small cir- 
cle round himself, learns to feel for and with 
his fellow-citizens, and becomes consciously 
a member of a great community." Such is 
the languugo of the greatest of living politi- 
cal economists, nnd such must be the senti- 
ments of every man who is able to 
take an expansive view of political 
matters. That there must be checks in every 
freo Government — compromises hare and 
concessions there — no one would attempt to 
deny; but to keep three-fourths of a natiou 
out ol political action, becauso they are larger 
and more ignorant than tho other fourth, is a 
species of reasoning that would puzzle a Ba- 
con or a Locko. All that tho enlighten id 
Liberal at home, as well as in the colonies 
seeks, is a representation that will include all 
classes— all interosts ; not, as the ante-dilu- 
v inn party persists instating, a scheme that 
will give the Govarnment of the country into 
tho hands of tho lowest and uneducated 
class. But there is a still further view, and 
we again quote from the same illustrious au- 
thority. " If one is compelled to pay, if he 
may bo compelled to fight, if he is required 
implicitly to obey, ho should be legally en- 
titled to be told what for ; to have his con- 
sent asked, and his opinion counted at its 
worth. Thero ought lo bo no pariahs in a 
full-grown and civilised nation ; no persons 
disqualified except through their own de- 
fault. Everyone is degraded, whether aware 
of it or no - , when other people, without 
consulting him, take upon themselves un- 
limited power to regulate his destiny." So 
much for this aspect of the question ; 
but there is still another and this time amus- 
ing fallacy of our contemporary, which wo 
must touch upon before concluding. Wc aro 
told that America having thrown " ofl the 
cautious restrictions " of the mother country 
" is now broken into fragments ;" leaving it 
to bo inferred that universal suffrage caused 
the present civil war. It is rather a choico 
theory, and has been brought forward more 
than once by tho Tory party in Eugland. It 
is something after the style of the syllogism 
that Jacob being tho son of Isaac, and Isaao 
being the son of Abraham ; therefore David 
killed Goliath. Wc might with as much rea- 
son attribute "the wars of the roses," the bat- 
tle of Killiecrankie, or the reblllion in Poland 
10 the same political liberality. So far from 
tho waut of properly qualification causing the 
outbreak in the United Slates, tho oppoaito 
condition was really the motive. It was 
the "property in man," which govo, in its 
turn, a property in the affairs of the nation, 
that caused secession ami its consequencas. 
.Slavery, not universal suffrage, was tho di- 
viding clement. There is something essen- 
tially absurd in the former view of American 
aO'airs. That it should be entertained 
by narrow-minded Englishmen at home, 
who have not had their faculties 
brightened up by a residence in other coun- 
tries, or whose kuo .vledgo outside England 
is not remarkably extensive, might be ex- 
pected, hut to sec such an idea put forward 
in Vancouver island is something almost in- 
credible. If there were an argument in the 
question at all, it would decidedly prove the 
opposite of our contemporary's statement. Il 
would show that countries to bear such n 
strain upon their political labsic, as ihe 
North nnd South have done since tho com- 
mencement of hostilities, must be remark- 
ably sound in their political details ; but we 
do not wish to attempt to draw deductions 
from so monstrous a proposition.

I bold tbe 
deeds of the lots sold, they are in my safe 
now, and I don't intend to part with them until 
I get my pay.

1 stood to the first sale— ( Account 
handed to witnass) — I dispute this account, 
the item $35 charged for muslin dresses, is 
incorrect. My wifo had two muslin drosses, 
and $5 is credited Mr. Scott for them. 

Examined by Mr. McCreight— I am a road 
contractor ; 1 don't know much about real 
eslate business, or else I would not havo 
been caught in ancli a way aj I wan. 

Helim Franklin sworn, — examined by Mr. 
McCreight. — 1 am an auctioneer. Two and 
n-h»ll per cent, is the usual chargn for pro- 
party bought iu, and five per cent, is tho 
ehargo for propeity sold ; the Us of one half 
per tent, put on by the City Corporation is 
charged on«real estate sales. In charging for 
adveiti«emonts we tako the sum for the wbo!o 
day's advertisements and chargo cash party 
pro rata. The cost of advertising the sale of 
tliH pruperty for sny 10 days would be about 
340 (looking at the adverliaoment of the 
second sale of James Bay property ;) the 
charge of one per cent, on amount of sales 
is, 1 think, a fair charge for advertising, 

Mr. Ring— Consider yourself severely 
cro3B-examined. 

Mr. J. Baruett, sworn.— exomintd by Mr. 
McCreight — This account was brought, I be- 
lieve, to Macdonald it Co.'s office by Mr. 
Scott's book-keeper; the bill was oharged to 
Mr. Monro's account, as he had a balance at 
tho bunk and was poid in that way by bim. 

John R'iss, sworn, — examined by Mr, Mc- 
Creight— 1 was book-keeper to Mr. D. Soolt, 
( Some acoou,il3 were handod tha witness.) 
These accounts are in my handwriting ; 1 
made them out from tho sales book. Mr. 
Mun/o .canoe lo the office nnd asked rao for 
an account of the real estate i I said I could 
not give him that! 1 did not wish to, as I 
know that be and Mr. Scott had had some 
diflcrence about it, but I gave bun an ac- 
count of tbe goods purchased by him ; he said 
it was not correct. 

Cross-examined by Mrs. Ring~I saw Mr. 
Munro at some of the sales: 1 sannol soy if 
he attended all of thorn. I had too much to 
do in writing down the items; there was a 
pretty good yale. 1 don't recollect if Mr. 
Muuro bid for Ue property or not. The mus- 
lin dresses which ware charged to him, and 
objected to, were resold ou his acoount, and 
he was credited with theamouul which they 
realized. I don't rseollect anything about 
t he matter of S100; I don't know if Mr. Scott 
and Mr. Munro had any conversation about 
it. Mr. Scott usually oharged hall per cent, 
ou all sales of real cstale, for city and colon- 
ial tax. 

Ite-exumined by Mr. M°Crnight — (two ac- 
counts handed to witness) — This was made 
out by mn about the begjuning of May — 
(counsel; just about tho timo this suit was 
commenced). The second was written dpwu 
by me, dictated by Mr. Scott. 

Mr. McCreight — This closes the case for 
the plaintiff. 

Mr. Ring then addressed tho Court, for the 
dofendant, at some length. 

Dr. Powell, sworn — examined by Mr. Ring 
— I attended a sale of Mr. Scott of landed 
rwoporlj; I bid for some, and ono lot waB 
knocked down Wine. I abandoned the pur- 
chase of this property, bpcauso Munro would 
not complete tho transfer. Some time aftor, 
ho offered mo tho same property, but I da- 
clined buying it then. Mr. Scott called upon 
me lo complete the sale, but 1 did not do so, 
because Mr. SJunro had left a message for me 
at my house, telling iue not to do so. 

Cross-examined by Mr. MoCreighl — It may 
havo been the evening of the day of Dale that 
Munro left the message, but I did not got it 
until Ihe nex.t. Th«J lot was knocked down 
to me quite as cheap as 1 erpeclod to get it. 

Dauial |Scotr, sworn, — oxarniued by Mr. 
King — The plainlilf employed me to soli the 
lots of land in question. I think the plaintiff 
bought $150 of goods from me previous to 
this transaction ; that was tho only btisinoss 
betsyeen us bosides this. I paid about $150 for 
advertising this property ; this (exhibiting an 
account) is a receipt for 8-18 paid to the Col- 
onist, I mot Mr. Munro at ;he Royal Hotel ; 
we sat down together ; ho said he h*i) soma 
proparty to beM ; I said the comrnlsslon on 
any property not sold or bought in would be 
very small, but that J would not pay for tho 
advertising; I then took dovrn his instruc- 
tions in this memorandum book. (Witness 
read descriptions of the different lot's, saying 
lhat no resorv.e was givarj him.; The plain- 
tiff sflorwards said bo .would try his own 
dwelling house at sale, and asked mo to go 
with him to oea the homo that I might hotter 
dsscri.be it iu tha advertisement ; he then 



cousidor their verdict, they retired for about 
an hour, when Bis Honor requested their at- 
tendance in Court, and upon ascertaining 
that the jury could not agree upon thair ver- 
dict, he went over the whole evidence, nnd 
expounded the leading features in the case lo 
thess, whon thejary again ro'.ired. Alter 
the lapse of ubout an hour, tho jury being still 
unable to agreo, His Honor dismissed luem. 

ENGLISH POLICY IK CHINA. 

Cobden and Bright havo just made some 
interesting exposures of the results of the 
British policy of intervention in China. The 
subject of Chinese affairs coiiig up for dis- 
cussion in the House of Commons on the 30tli 
ol May, and the dobate continued for several 
hours — the 'limes' report filling elevou long 
columns. Tbe attack upon tho government 
was so heavy lhat Lord Pulmerston was put 
upon his defence ondcavoring. in a specious 
speech, to explain away some of tho hard 
Tacts cited by Cobden and Bright. What 
theso facts are, tuny he gathered from a low 
paragraphs, which we copy bolow. Cobdon 
said: 

In 1835, the first yoar of tha open trade 
after the abolition of tho East India Com- 
pany's monopoly of tbo China trade, our ex- 
ports to that country wuro £1.074,000. In 
183G, they were X1,32G,000, which was the 
highest amount thoy reached while the trade 
was confinod to Canton. Tho opium war oc- 
curred in 184", and by the puace of 1H12, 
Slianghae and the other treaty ports were 
opened. For the following three years, there 
was an increase in our export*; in 1813, they 
weie JC1,45G,000; in 18-14, they were £^,305,- 
000, in 1815, they were £2,394,000. From 
this point they declined, and for the next ton 
years they remained, with the exception of 
one or two spasmodic efforts a» recovery, a 
1 i it la more than half the amount of 1845. In 
13f)4, they loll to £1,000,710, being less than 
iu 1835. twenty years previously, whon the 
trade was confined lo China. In 18(10, there 
were '2'22.9t>3,000 yards, and in 1 861, 243,- 
C54 000 yards of cotton goods exported to 
China; that was during tho time of excite- 
ment and speculation, when lho hope that 
now at last there was going to be a largo con- 
auinplion in China was operating on our mer- 
chants' minds. Now comes the recoil; in I 8 fi 12 
the exports fell Irom 243,000.000 yards to HO,- 
000,000; and in 18G3 it fell from 80,000, 0O0 
to 40,0OO,OUO yards, do that ibe exports to 
China of cotton goods, which are really the 
chief article that wo expoit to that country, 
fell in two ysnrs from 243,000,000 to 46.000.- 
000 yards, or less than one-fifth. * * * 
If you look back for tbo lust thirty-five years, 
you will find that China is the only country 
that has disappointed you; that is, that the 
exports to China havo not kept paco with tho 
natural increase of your trade in other direc- 
tions. List year your exports to China weru 
£3,800,000, your exports to tho rest of the 
world, £ 140,01)0,000; ao that you only send 
two and n-half per cent, of your exports to 
China. If you rsn your eye orer the table of 
exports, you will find that China stands only 
twelfth in the list of your foreign consumers 
—that it stands even below Egypt. 

Having cited theso statistics, and enlarged 
upon them by illu.tration. Cobden continued: 
" This is the moral — that ii is not by bk'od 
and violence lhat you are to oxtend your com 
meroe. That is the way to destroy trade and 
not not ihe wav to creato it. I hope that 
| after all this experience wo shall none of us 
j again sdvocate any violent measure with tho 
view of extending our trade either in China 
or elsewhere The noble lord told us truly 
! lhat there is nno-third ol tho human race — 
I that is 350,001,000 or 400,000,000 or human 
beings — in China. They ure but very small 
customers, but look at it in another way. If 
you are to follow that policy which is pecu- 
liarly tha noble lord's ( Palmerston) ; if you 
are to break into tbe country, hold it, and bo 
its policy ; if you are lo make another Tur- 
key in China, and if, ii nddition to meeting 
Russia and France, you aro to meet the 
United States at Putin ; if you arc to trouble 
yourselves and future gcnoraliona with govern 
ing and controlling and intriguing in Chins, 
recollect that you havo a oountjy of vast ex- 
tent and prodigious population to govern, and 
that you ought well to consider whether it is 
worth your while to incur all these risks, and 
enter vpjn this policy with the proofs that 
you havo that yea iro not likoly to do more 
trado with that eouniry than with Brazil or 
Egypt." 

Hright denounced the whole policy of tho 
English Government, declaring that it had 
been wrong for thirty years, and concluding 
with (ho following savero oensuro on F»lmor» 
stou : 

" Horo we are, a small inland on the oppo- 
site side of the globe, willi a population so 
limited that wo aro told wa havo not an army 
that wo could transport to Denmark, yet still 
we are noraohow to tako within our great am* 
bition this vast cmpiro of throe or four hun- 
dred million persons ; wo aro to influence 
the dynasty that chall til on its throne ; nnd, 
in point of faot, wo are to direct lho whole 
afluira of the country just at wo should tho o 



J. do not know how such an idea over got into 
any mar.'o head, but having once entered in, 
and having taken absolute possession of tho 
noble viscount, I suppose at his line of lifo 
(je cannot gat rid of it. 1 proto3t against it, 
however, and tho noblo lord should take tha 
advice recommended by several honoroblo 
members to-night of abstaining rpligiously 
from the slightest intermeddling botwoon tho 
two parties, of teaching— I will not say the 
merohants, but that othor olats which are not 
included in tho list of British merchants— 
namely, those rude and unprineiplad adven- 
turers who nbound in China, that it is not the 
intention of the English Goverr mont that tho 
English army and navy should tpka any steps 
to defend tliem from whslbvor 'misfortune rnay 
happen to them. It Is a monstrous folly 
flOft tho population ol this country, so bard 
toiling and so suffering, in comparison with 
those who sit hero, should bo laiad year 
after year, as millions of (hem are taxed, to

In the 
discussion of this question, the Austrian nnd 
Prussian onvoys took no part. 

The noutral powers insisted upon tho river 
Sch lei being laid down as tbe demarcation 
lino in Sohleswig, and that no new fortifica- 
tions should be constructed in tbo Gorman 
portion of that province; that lho frontier i 
line should run through tha town of Apeur- j 
ade, us proposed by the German Powers, was 
rejected bv the mulral powers, and a propos- 
ition Irom the same source, that under cer- 
tain circumstances, the inhabitants of the 
Duchies should be consulted, was also reject- 
ed. On tho question of the prolongation of 
the aimistice, the Danish plenipotentiaries 
said that thoy could only declare the inten- 
tions of their government on Monday next, 
should it appear probable that on that dny a 
basis for the future conclusion ol pence would 
bo secured.
